T Tronble in Makirg toe Csmat of
the Redsking,

The Catting Down of Rations the
Chief Obstacle In the Way-—-Curi-
vus and Fantastic Work of
the Eqguaws,

Chicago Herald Lstter.

Fonr Rexo, 1. T., July 72.—Wae all
went over early thls mornlng to witness
the proposed count of the Cheyenne In-
dians, bat owlng to a varlety of elrcam-
stances the enrollment was a fallure
Nothieg sao well lllostrated the Ineflie-
leney of the sgenoy management and the
general Indlapositien to carry out the
withes ol the government on the part of
agency hangers.on, contractors, interpro
tors, ote., sn was this futile attempt to

erform what ought to be a slmple task.

he Indlans were all on the ground, to
the number of 3,000 or more, but they
stood around in a condition of confused
expoctancy. It was plain that they were
willing to be counted, and It was equally

Ialn that there laa coertein olnsa of whites
Eere junt as willing that no count ghould
bo had 1t ls known that a count of the
Indians will lessen the ration roll 1,000
or more. The beot contractor and his
frlendn are goln to thwart that If possi:
ble. The interprotors are montly equaw
men with Indlan affillations, and thoy
want no count for the aame reason. The
Indlsns, while willing to be counted, are
still averse to having their ratlonscont
down, and the reault of all these compli-
catlons was that when the enumerators
begau work they found a whole serlen of
obstacles In their way. General Arm-
strong, the inspector, when he eaw the
eondition of aiflalre, got angry and read
the rict act to sgent and employes alike,
Orders were glven then, by the inspector
himsell, to arrange for the ceneus to-
morrow, and (t will be careled oot I 1t
takes the whole powor of the milltary,
and if, asa prelimloary, a half dozen of
the rquaw men and ocontractora’ clerks
find themaselves In the gussd house. It
looks mora and moro as if thia whole
Indian scare had been gotton up and
egged on by the clasy of peonle alluded
to, in the hope of covering up crocked-
nees In contracts and Indisn leaaea, and
It Is na certaln aa snything can be that
Gonerals Sherlden and Miles and In-
spector Armatrong will urge upon thoe
authorfties the need of a clean aweep nt
this sgency and a new deal all around,
It s proved couclusively that the Chey-
epnes are all right. There has not haen
the slightest cvidence alnce Sherldan has
been hera that their hearts are bad or
that they meant mlechief, To-day the
agent of a catils company on the Chero.
kee atrlp telegraphed to Sherldan a sen-
satlonal dispatch that 400 Indlans wers
scouting np the Canadlan river, evident-
ly with hostile purpose. The general tore
the dispatch up, and esked the newspa-
por men to take no notlee of it for it
was manifestly a bogus story. There haa
not been & time alnce thls scare began
when any Indlans have been twenty
milea away from the agency, except
Magple's band, and they were off on a
buffalo hunt on the western edge of the
rezerve. They arrlved here thras dsys
ago with a quantity of pelts, and are now
here.
The ride through the Cheyenne en-
campment to-day was qulite intereating.
The tepses were pltched about a mile
batk of the agency buildiegs, Ina low
bottom, and an effort, not altogether
successful, had been made to got them In
a huge somi-circla. There were perhaps
2,000 Indlans, 1,000 ponies, and 10,000
dogs. Many of the Indlans had wagons,
cooking utensils, and 1 notlced one or
two of the tepecs had bedsteada and mat-
tresses. The vast majorlty, however,
kept houss In aborlgioal slmplicity.
Every topee bad lte ridge pole outside
Fhung with stripped beef and entrails from
yesterday's rations dryiong In the suon,
One famlly I paesod had a fire In front
burning, and over this the equaws wore
roasting o dead dog—ugh! A few yards

i, | further on & snake which had crawled

Into camp was having its braios beaten
out by an old equaw. *'Thst will be In
the pot {n an hour,” was the remark of
our gulde, The long strings of entralls
and other animal refuse drying In the sun
were pot appetizing, and we tried to
avoid looking at them. The conatant
hand-shaklng which the braves thruat
upon the party was also pomething of a
nalsance, and it was a rolief to get away
from It, The camp was a bosy socone
when Inspector Armstrong arrlved, The
Indlans crowded around in thelr gaudy
blankets, the ponles jostled each other
In the midst of tho tepees, the dogs
kept np a contlouous howling, and the
chlefs harangued llttle knots of peopleln
deepslog song tenes,  Oat of puch chaos
no order conld bs brought, and after fill-
ng the ale with profanity for a fow mo-
ments, the Inspector relired wilth a
promiee to como another day,

We uotleed many of the squawa on-
goged In fine bead work, ln which, by the
way, the Chayennes excel, The mocea-
sing, leggloge and other artleles covered
with bends, are exquisitely wrought. Bat
they aro sharp encugh to charge out-
rageons prices for everything, and the
work of maklog a collectlon of much
thiogs Is an expenalve ons.  Thoy charge
from §0 to §7 for a pair of buckeskin leg-
glngs and from §3 to §56 a palr for mocen-
sins, Other trlnkets are in proportion
The finest colleotlon of Indlan work in
the country, perhaps, 1s in possession of
Mrs. Dyer, wite of the agent here, Her
busband hss been an Lodian sgent twelve
yeare, and the lady has devoted all that
tlme to collecting it. Gen, Sherldan
patd ner the compliment of ssying that
such secomalation of Indian finory ex-
{sted anywhere, even that in the national
museum baing vastly loferior, 1 spent
an hour to-day exsminlog i, with Mre.
Dyer's polite ald. It consists of every-
thing {maginable in the way of Iudisn
bric-a-brac, from a pappooss’s cradle to a
mighty warrior's ful? battle array, The
most valuable slogle artlele In the esllec-
tlon Is a femalo drees procured of the
wifo of one of the Cheyenne chisfs, It
s an lwperlal garment, according
to the laws of Indian sociology.
The akirt s  of hesvy woolen
cloth of fino textare, perfoctly plain,
The groat value conslsts In a kind of
mantle or caps attached to It, which Is
covered with a thick Incrustation of elks'
teoth. The teath aro the finest ivory, and
are sown on with slnews ss close to.
gether as they can be lald.  As ench olk's
mouth contalns bat two of these and the
wantle Is covered wilth 1,400 of them, it
fllows that this garment represents 700
slaoghicred elk, The dress Is an helr-
loom in the family of the chief, but they
wera Indaced to part with It, Mra Dyer
aays 1t Is valoed at $1,000, Elks' teath
sell nt the agency readlly, wheun they can
be fousd at 81 each. Thuy are, of course,
very scaroe, Another interestlug thlog
ls & superb beaded hunting jacket of
bugkekin, made for Qo). Dyer by the
Princess Mary, sister of Captain Jack, of
Modee fame, The Modocs alweys did

excel in such work, and as Col. Dyer was
thelr ezent for & tHmoe after thelr removal
to the [ndlan terrltory the eollection con-
talnn many Modoo carlositler. An.
other beantiful artlcle lsa & bride's
chemlse, exqnisitely wronght in qullla
on the finest and eoftest  of
buckskin, Thia was the work of a Paw-
nee woman, and Mes Dyer exhiblts 1t
with becoming dolioacy, The most
sirtking thing tn the musenm s the fall
wat onatume of = mighty chiel. Thlis s
the enormons head dress of feathers ex

tending way down the back which
plotures have made us a0 famlllar, It
also includes the rawhide shield, adorned

with feathers, the *‘medicine bag,” In
the form of & beaded 1'zard, which the
chlef woars on his head In battle, the

long ateel spear, and its eaee of fenthered
buckekin, the fancy legpings the keen
soalping knlfo attached to a baaded Delt,
oto., oto, Another garment which Iaa
hideous onrloaity ls a sealp shlrt of buck-
skin, adorned with 700 fractional human
soslps, I¢ Is made by the Pawnces, and
containe the “‘head gear” of a vant asnort-
ment of thelr enemies,

Among the valued arliolos Is & verita-
ble relio of the psst. It is & silver pipe,
Insoribed: *‘Presented by Major General
Harrlson, U, 8. A., on bebalf of tne
United States, to the Shawanoess Tribe
of Indians, 1814," The Shawanoese
telbe has long been extinet, but Tom
Blackhoof, a descendant of the trlbo, has
held on to this relic untll three years ago
when ho presented It to Colonel Dyer.
Tha plpe and atom are both of solld atl-
ver. The bowl s elaborately chiared, and
on one slde contalns an engraving of an
Indian and soldier shaking hands, the
soldler belng elad In the quaint old unl-
form of three-quarters of a contury ago,
In additlon to ull thewe are mats and skins
and robes until the eye wearices of theom.

The Dyers llvo In o pretty cotinge sar.
rounded by well kept grounds. As Col
Dyer nent in his  roslgnation yesterday
here Is a chance for some enterprising
democrat of Chleago to coms end llve fn
the Indlan territory. Tho salary {s only
$2,200 o year, but If Agent Miles' auccess
In life Is auything to jodge by the op-
portanitios must be preat. DBliles came
here very poor, but he now has a largs
herd of eattle on his relutive’'s loaschold
and Is sald to hiave §75,000 In cach.

Senator Sawyer's Story About Abra-
ham Lincoln,
Oshkosh Northwestern,
Senator Sawyer In talking aboat
presidents the other night at the DBusl.
ness Men's rooms told a story which il-
lastrates Mr. Lincoln's kindness of heart,
I% was In 1804, Mr. Sawyer was then
Mayor of Oshkosh and was in the field as
n candidate for the republican nomina-
tlon for congressman. Thomas A, Fol-
lettl, an ex-mayor of Oshkoeh, had been
accidentally killed, loaving a large famlly
of children In destltute circomstances,
The oldest son, George Follett, was In
the army, and a movement had bean
started to got hls dlecharge, Mr.
Sawyaer on his way to the Baltimore con-
vention which nominated Linecln and
Jonneon for president and vics prestdent,
took the petition to Washington and
oalled upon E, M. Stanton, secretary of
war. The great war secretary peremp-
torily refused to dlecharge the boy, Mr.
Sawyer then called on Mr. Seward, sec-
ratary of state, with whom he had a
slight  personal  acqualntance, and
Mr. Seward acesmpanied hlm to the
white bouse, Calllng on the president,
Mr. Sawyer lald before him the petition,
slgned by the ci'y and county oflicers at
Oshkosh and members of the legislature,
and Indorses by members of congress.
Senstor Doolittle had writsen under the
other names, “If there ever was a case
deserving of attention this Is one—J, R,
Doolittle.” Mr. Sswyerexplained to the
president the clroumstances, how the fa-
ther was snatrhed away by death, leaving
a large and helpleas family of emsil chil-
dren—the eldest only a boy, and be st
the front fighting for his conntry—that If
the boy could not be] sent home the fam-
ily would be in danger f suftering for
the necessaries of lifo, Mr. Lincoln
scanned the pecition closely, while a big
tear droppoed from his eye,
“'1f thero ever was a case deserving of
attention,” sald he, qnoting the indorse-
ment of Seuator Dooliztle, **confound
him, why don't he recommend some-
thing? If ho will recommoend the dis.
mlssal ¢f the young man, [ will so order
i,"”
Me., Sawyer Immediately withdrew,
took tho potitlon to Sesator Doollitle,
who put it in the proper form, and ahout
s weok later ageln sppaared befora the
presldent of the white houss, Mer, Lia-
esln, when he entered the room, sang
ont:
‘‘Woll, yon want the boy discharged,
doyou?’
Taking the patition from Mr. Sawyer,
he bent hls long, gaunt form down to the
table and wrote:
“Let the boy be dismlssed lmmedl-
ately. A. Lingowx,"
The next atep was {o get the order
from tha seorctary of war, and knowing
the difficalty of securing an audience
with Mr. Stanton, Mr. Sswyer asked
tha prasident for a card which would glve
him sdmfseion,
“Tom! ' sang out the president, and an
attendant made his sppesrance.

“*Tom, take thls gentleman tothe sec-

retary of war and tell him that he ls to
be aamitied at once.”
At the war oflice the presldent's mas-
senger seoured an lmmediste sadience,
Mr. Stanton knew at opos the objact of
the viait, as he had refused the vama ra-
quest only & few days before. He spoke
not & word, toock the "petltion, read it
carefully, and onder the president's slg-
nature he slowly wrote:

‘Lot thls man has disoharged ot once,
in accordance with the order of the pres-
ident, Epwix M, 8rastox,

Becratary of War,

Mr. Suwyer then took the letter to the
adjutant general, when the order was
promuolgated and the young man was sant
howe,

THE SEED BUREAU,

Commissloner Coleman on Yome of
the Projected Raforms in
His Departmant,

The commiasloner of »gricoltore,
speaking sbout the projected relorma in
hes department, said: “*Since the expos-
uro of thenegligonoco In the purchase and
and disteibuiion of seeda by the depart-
ment of agriculture, for aome yeara past,
I have been looking fnto the most fensi.
ble and satlefactory method of securing
groater responsibility., 1 find that the
main oauss of all the abuses and extrava-
gances In this branch of the department
work Is traceable to polities and politi-
cian . I announced a short tlme ago to
to n meetlng of farmers that the only
way to carry out the distribution of seeda
wonld be to abrogate the rule of allotting
cortaln quantities to renators and repre-
sentatsves, subjoect to thelr ordera for dia-
tribatlon. Having done thia the entire
soed dlstribution should be left to the
dlecretlon of the department, The com-
missloner conld then see that tho seeds
go to the proper persons and are spplied
to the purposos for which Intended,
namely, the introductlon of new fisld,
garden and ornamental varietles, and ex-
perlinents s to thelr adaptation to cor-
taln eonditions of loeallty, scil and eli-
mate,

*‘Hut pollticians do not cara for that.”

“Yery true. And there Is where the
trouble of reform will come in. Blnece I
mnde the announcement that the allow-
anse of sseds to senators and represen-
totives ehould be withdrawn and tho
whole distributed by the department, of
course recognizing thelr reasonable re.
queats, if the soeds wers for actual and
not for politicsl uses, I have recelved a
number of letters from both demreratle
and republican members of the two
houses firat, advlsing me to hold up on
that proposition, and second, romluding
me that sby attempt to withdraw this
prerogative or patronags would ba re
eented by refasal to appropriate for the
purchare of eecds,

“Try them on thatissue and sce where
they will laud.”

“I have thought that popalar seutl-
ment would snotsio me. I find that the
politiciang will not. 1 have no doub:
that the excesslye demandas for acads to
meet the colls of the membera of con-
grers huy had gomething to do with fore-
g tho spparent extravagance in thls
ltem of expenditure. 1 do not mean In
tha matter of price, becauss that was vx-
tortlouste, I real, but in the matter of
quantity. 1 can see that the departmont
wae snxious to aneet all calls upon it,
The supply of seeds ls naturally limlted,
and consequently an Inferlor arrlicle or
old gtock might be palmed cff’ on the de-
partment. | sm not mentloning this in
extenuation of the former polley of the
department, but simply to showthat large
expenditares, with eyen the groatost care,
would be possible.”

“l belleve 1 shall recommend this
change, and if congress should on that
acsount Ffall to sppropristo the farmer
will know the reason, and doubtless the
members who voted agalnst the appre-
prlation would be more llkely tu hear
from It than If they were to make the
appropriation and rely on the depart-
ment to enpply thelr constituents. 1
preeume It would not be extravegant
to eay that fally one-half the quantity of
seeds distributed by members f congress
go to persona who do not own a plece of
ground In which to plant them. Thay
ere gent to these parties eimply because
they sre on tho memberas’ document llats,
You ece, this quantity of seeds rent to
bono-fide farmers wounld be of some ad-
vantage snd would be cerrylng out ths
object. A person Is not llkely to wrlte
to the department for reeds unlets he
wants them; therefore this portlon of the
demand wonld be properly placed. 1am
very glad, however, o hiar from mem-
bers on the subject,”
1t 18 & remorkablo fact, bat at leastaix-
tenths of the members of congress have
no other stock In trade among thelr con-
etltuenta than the dlatribution of sgri-
caltural reporta and sseds. Itcosts them
nothlog, as the government pays for the
artlcle in the firs! place and dellvers It at
ita own expenss, The distribution has
also been very “‘cffensively partiean,’ aa
thefarmers in the minority party in the
dlstrict seldom, If ever, got a slght of the
freo seed bsg of the department of agrl-
enltare, The nearest o republican farm.
er can come to the seed distribotlon In a
democratie district, or vice veras, Is to
look over his nelghbor's fence and watch
the seeds pisnted for drumhead cabbage
blocmn Into the stately mullen, or the
manzel worizel, sdapted to the demaunds
of the lacteal glanda of the thorough-
bred Alderny, matura Intoa Canada
